Report of the Presidium of 
the Central Committee of the Workers Party 
of Korea 


An enlarged meeting of the Presidium of 
the Centra] Committee of the Workers’ Parity 
of Korea was held for three days from May 
4 to 6. 


The meeting was attended by the members 
and candidate members of the Presidium of 
the Central Committee of the Party, Vice- 
Premiers, Ministers, department directors of 
the Central Commitiee of the Party, chair- 
men of the provincial committees of the Par- 
ty, responsible personnel of the provincial 
people’s committees, leading workers of so- 
cial organizations and managers of major 
factories and enterprises in large numbers. 


At the meeting, the following questions 
were discussed: 


1. On the progress of the fulfilment of the na- 
tional economic plan for 1959; 

2. On the summing up of the fulfilment of the 
decision of the Presidium of the Central Com- 
mittee of the Party dated August 11, 1958, ‘‘on 
improving the machine-building industry’’; 


3. On the summing up of the fulfilment of the 
decision of the June 1958 Plenum, ‘‘on improving 
the food processing industry and the production 
of daily necessaries,’’ and future tasks; 


4. On the summing up of the fulfilment of the 
decision of the September 1958 Plenum, ‘on ex- 
panding the acreage of dry and paddy fields under 
irrigation’. 


At the meeting, many comrades took part 
in the discussion of the questions raised and 
they proposed qa number of measures. 

Comrade Kim I] Sung made important 
speeches in the discussion of each item on 
the agenda. 


The meeting adopted relevant decisions. 


1. The enlarged meeting of the Presidium 
discussed the progress of the fulfilment of the 
national economic plan for 1959, summed up 
achievements and experiences and put forth 
a number of measures for the successful ful- 
filment of the plan. 
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Thanks to the correct guidance of the Par- 
ty and the unexampled creative enthusiasm 
of the working masses, our national economy 
continued to make a leaping advance in the 
first quarter of this year. 


In the first quarter of this year, the gross 
output value of the state and co-operative in- 
dustry grew to 175 per cent compared with 
that in the corresponding period of the previ- 
ous year and rose by 7 per cent above that in 
the fourth quarter of the previous year. 


Thus at the end of March this year, the in- 
dustrial level of our country reached 87 per 
cent of the 1961 level set in the First Five- 
Year Plan. 


The enlarged meeting of the Presidium 
highly praised the workers and technicians 
of the enterprises under the Ministries of 
Light Industry and Machine-building Indus- 
try and other ministries who, overcoming all 
difficulties, are successfully carrying out their 
plans by keeping up the surging spirit and 
displaying inventiveness and creativeness. 


Summing up the great success attained by 
our working people, at the meeting a sharp 
criticism was made of some defects revealed 
in the course of implementing the national 
economic plan for the first quarter of this 
year. 


The basic defects lie in the facts that the 
leading workers of the ministries and pro- 
ductive enterprises failed to keep their leader- 
ship up to the surging creative enthusiasm of 
the working people and to organize the execu- 
tion of the plans carefully and concretely. 
The defect in the guidance was dispersing 
forces by having no clear understanding of 
preference and relative importance in capital 
construction. 

For successfully fulfilling this year’s plan, 
the enlarged meeting of the Presidium 
stressed that the heightened revolutionary 
tide shoulde be maintained, the activity of the 
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leading personnel displayed and the level of 
their leadership be raised, so as to ex- 
plore and utilize all the reserves and resour- 
ces and make the working people display 
their creative wisdom to the full. 

The enlarged meeting of the Presidium 
pointed out that main efforts should be exert- 
ed to constructing preferentially major pro- 
ductive facilities, raising the efficiency of the 
existing equipment in every way, and, at the 
same time, launching a nation-wide move- 
ment to economize such important materials 
as iron, coal, fuel, timber and eleciricity to 
which pressure will be felt in, fulfilling this 
year’s plan. 

The enlarged meeting of the Presidium em- 
phasized that the Party organizations at all 
levels should continue to strive for the de- 
velopment of machine, metal, coal, chemical 
and power industries. And it recommended 
that they, analysing and summing up how the 
working people have implemented their re- 
solutions in the course of executing this year’s 
national economic plan, organize and carry 
out effectively the work of re-discussion of the 
Leiter of the Party’s Central Committee to the 
Party members to take new concrete 
measures. 


The enlarged meeting of the Presidium ex- 
pressed the conviction that the entire Party 
members and working people who are rallied 
rock-firm around the Party and government 
and are faithful to the tasks set forth by the 
Party will successfully carry out the First 
Five-Year Plan by the 14th Anniversary of 
the August 15 Liberation this year and bril- 
liantly overfulfil the national economic plan 
for 1959 which marks an important turning 
point in the socialist construction of our 
country. 
2. A tremendous innovation has been effect- 
ed in ‘the field of machine-building industry 
since the Presidium of the Central Committee 
of the Party adopted a decision on improving 
and strengthening the machine-building in- 
dustry in August last year, particularly in the 
course of discussing and implementing the 
tasks set in the red letter of the Central Com- 
mittee of the Party addressed to the entire 
Party members. 

Our machine-building industry has not 
only creditably manufactured and _ supplied 
installations of furnaces, coking ovens and 
rolling equipment for the Hwanghai Iron 
Works, Kim Chaik Iron Works and Kangsun 
Steel Works but also built hundreds of kinds 
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of heavy machines and precision machines 
and already started their mass production. 

In the field of machine-building industry, 
conservatism and passivism have been 
markedly removed and the mystery about 
machinery smashed. 

The utility rate of machine and equipment 
has risen 'to a great measure and labour pro- 
ductivity has sharply grown by 2-3 times. 

Today our machine-building industry has 
laid a foundation for basically meeting the 
demand of our country for all machines and 
accessories and provided full possibilities for 
further developing it in the future. 

The enlarged meeting of the Presidium ex- 
pressed great satisfaction over the fact that 
the entire workers, technicians and office 
workers in the field of machine-building in- 
dustry have brought about innovatory a- 
chievements by struggling boldly and devot- 
edly for carrying through the Party policy. 

At 'the same time, the enlarged meeting 
of the Presidium outlined important measures 
for expediting technical revolution in our 
country by rapidly developing the machine- 
building industry and, particularly, decisively 
increasing the production of machine tools. 

The enlarged meeting of the Presidium at- 
tached great significance to the creative 
movement of the factories and enterprises in 
various domains of the national economy for 
increasing and improving machines and 
equipment by producing machine tools on 
their own: 

This is a major key to successfully ensur- 
ing the rapid development of the machine- 
building industry and decisively speeding up 
the fulfilment of technical revolution in con- 
formity with the present situation of our 
country. 

As a most important way of developing the 
machine-building industry, the enlarged meet- 
ing of the Presidium appealed to the entire 
factories, enterprises, organs and workshops 
to wage the struggle in the form of the move- 
ment of the whole Party as well as the entire 
people for more than doubling within a year 


-the number of machine tools compared with 


at present by making more than one machine 
tool with each éxisting machine tool. 

The enlarged meeting of the Presidium 
stressed the necessity of actively unfolding 
the movement for inventing and manufactur- 
ing various types of new machines suitable 
for our condition by raising the level of tech- 
nique and skill of the workers as a whole and 
thoroughly smashing the mystery about ma- 
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chinery and thinking and acting boldly, and 
struggling for further raising the quality of 
machines. 

The enlarged meeting of the Presidium ex- 

pressed its conviction that the entire work- 
ing people in every factory and enterprise in- 
cluding the machine-building industry, with 
ihe full understanding of the Party’s inten- 
tion, will continue to put up a valiant strug- 
gle without flinching from any obstacle, ‘there- 
by certainly living up to the Party’s expecta- 
tion. 
3. The enlarged meeting of the Presidium 
summed up the tremendous achievements 
made in the implementation of the decision of 
the June 1958 Plenum on improving and 
strengthening the food processing industry 
and the production of daily necessaries. 

Following the June Plenum, the broad sec- 
tions of working people rose up in the execu- 
tion of the task put forward by the Party 
Central Committee for constructing more than 
one local industrial factory in each county, 
with the result that over 1,000 local indusirial 
factories have been newly set up in a short 
space of time. 

Today, in our country, there is not an area, 
including the out-of-the-way mountainous 
area, without a factory; an average of over 
five factories have been newly set up and 
commissioned in each city and county. 
Through the exploration and mobilization: of 
all local reserves and possibilities, production 
has grown rapidly and the variety of daily 
necessaries have also been expanded marked- 
ly. | 

This year, the output of local industry of 
the country is expected to go up 2.6 times 
that of last year and will hold 27.5 per cent 
of the gross industrial output value of the 
country. 

These enormous achievements have not on- 
ly further fortifled the light industrial bases 
of our country without any state investment 
and made it possible to improve the people’s 
living more rapidly, but also constituted a 
big driving power for bringing about a fur- 
ther upsurge in the development of the na- 
tional economy. } 

The speedy development of the local indus- 
iry is making a great contribution to strength- 
ening the economic tie between cities and 


rural villages, to enabling the workers of the ° 


local Party and government organs to ac- 
quire knowledge of the management of enter- 
prises, to expanding the ranks of working 
class by extensively drawing in production 
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family members of the workers and office em- 
ployees, to educating them in the socialist 
spirit and to elevating their material and cul- 
tural living standard. 

Summing up these achievements, the en- 
larged meeting of the Presidium set forth the 
iask for rectifying some shortcomings still to 
be found in the work of this field and further 
developing the local industry and the pro- 
ducers’ co-operatives. 

The enlarged meeting of the Presidium 
stressed that local Party organizations and 
political organs should strive to keep up the 
high spirits of the masses and consolidate 
the local industrial factories and the produ- 
cers’ co-operatives organizationally and eco- 
nomically and steadily improve their techni- 
cal equipment, and the state-run enterprises 
which are supporters of local enterprises 
should give more active help to them. 


The meeting noted that by eliminating the 
tendency to inclining to rely on the state and 
by actively exploring and mobilizing local raw 
material resources, the local industrial fac- 
tories and the producers’ co-operatives should 
bend their main efforts for the production oi 
foodstuffs and such daily necessaries as pa- 
per, textile goods, porcelains, works of applied 
arts and embroideries. 

The meeting also put forth the tasks for 
building meat processing factories in all 
cities and counties in keeping with the devel- 
opment of animal husbandry, for construct- 
ing medium and small scale paper mills in 
all the provinces, cities and counties for a 
large-scale production of paper which is of 
great significance in the carrying out of 
cultural revolution and for developing the 
production of farm implements and building 
materials under. local management. 

It also stressed that.the local Party organi- 
zations should make every effort to strength- 
en the work of political education among the 
workers of the local industrial factories and 
producers’ cooperatives so as to arm them 
with socialist ideology and ‘to enhance their 
political enthusiasm. | 

The. enlarged meeting of the Presidium 
noted it as an important matter to enhance 
the role of the Party organizations in the local 
industrial factories and producers’ coopera- 
tives and to improve the leadership of .the 
local political organs in this branch. 

In particular, stress was laid on the fact 
that the local political organs. should raise 
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the level of planning work in dealing with 
the economic matters. | 

4, The enlarged meeting. of the Presidium 
summed up the progress of the fulfilment of 
the decision of the September 1958 Plenum 
on expanding the irrigated areas of dry and 
paddy fields. 

In the brief period of time since the Sep- 
tember 1958 Plenum, irrigation projecis 
which can water additional] 377,000 jungbo 
of paddy and dry fields have been carried out 
thanks to the devoted labour struggle of the 
agricultural co-operative members and the 
entire working people who rose up for bring- 
ing all fields under irrigation. 

The enlarged meeting of the Presidium ex- 
pressed deep gratitude to the entire working 
people, students and armymen who have ac- 
tively participated in the implementation of 
the decision of the September Plenum of the 
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Parly Central Committee and made tremen- 
dous labour exploits. 

_ The enlarged meeting of the Presidium de- 
cided to inform the whole Party of the 
colossal results registered in the overall irri- 
gation. 

The enlarged meeting of the Presidium 
noted with satisfaction that a series of the 
economic policies set forth, and the guidance 
given, by the Party Central Committee for ac- 
celerating the socialist construction in our 
country have been correct and are displaying 
great vitality today.

On the Summing Up of the Carrying Out of Dry and Paddy 

Field Irrigation Projects during the 6 Months Following the 

September 1958 Plenum of the Party Central Committee from 
the Fourth Quarter of 1958 to the First Quarter of 1959 


May 7, 1959 


In view of the characteristics of the natural, 
geographical and climatic conditions of our 
country, irrigation represents the key to the 
technical reform of agriculture. 

Our Party has consistently paid great at- 
tention to irrigation projects and water and 
forest conservancy programme. In 1958, more 
than 90 per cent of all our paddy fields were 
brought under irrigation. 

In particular, the September 1958 Plenum 
of the Party Central Committee adopted a de- 
cision on expanding the acreage of irrigated 
dry and paddy fields and completing the over- 
all irrigation in 2-3 years, which will secure 
our agriculture against natural calamity and 
provide a firm foundation for rich harvests. 

After the September Plenum the members 
of the agricultural co-operatives and the en- 
tire working people of our country came all 
out for the implementation of the decision. 

Thanks to the correct leadership of the Par- 
ty and the Government, a huge amount of 
investment and supply of materials made by 
the state as well as to the patriotic struggle 
of the entire working people, tremendous pro- 
gress has been made in irrigation projects for 
the paddy and dry fields. 

After the September Plenum, more than 
10,000 irrigation projects covering over 
600,000 jungbo of land were undertaken in 
all rural areas of our country except 5 coun- 
ties which are situated in the remote moun- 
tains. Some of the projects were originally 
planned to be inaugurated in 1959 and others 
to be completed later. This means that 3 irri- 
gation projects were undertaken in each ri 
(the lowest administrative unit) on an aver- 
age. 

Since those projects were undertaken, 
canals with a total length of over 23,000 ri 
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(9,246 kilometres) and 84 tunnels with a total 
length of 40 ri (15,370 metres) have been dug 
and 12,000 irrigation structures of various 
kinds completed including sluice-gates, un- 
derground ducts, underdrains and bridges. 

Thus, 9,908 reservoirs, pumping stations 
and other irrigation facilities including the 
first stage works of the Kiyang irrigation pro- 
jects in South Pyongan Province, the irriga- 
tion works in the areas of the Yalu and Dai- 
ryung rivers and the Moonam reservoir in 
South Hamkyung Province, have been put 
into operation, bringing 377,000 jungbo of 
land under irrigation throughout the country. 

This far exceeds the figure of 304,000 jung- 
bo of dry and paddy fields which was plan- 
ned at the September Plenum to be brought 
under irrigation during 1959. 

If the acreage of dry and paddy fields new- 
ly brought under irrigation is added to the al- 
ready existing one, all irrigated area in our 
country amounts to about 800,000 jungbo. 

The area brought under irrigation during 
the past six months is indeed more than 3 
times the total area irrigated before August 
15 liberation in our country and exceeds by 
far the total area brought under irrigation 
during the 13 years following liberation up 
to the September 1958 Plenum. 

It is worth special mention that these 
gigantic irrigation projects were carried out 
not in plain areas. 

Water crosses mountain ridges over 100 
metres high at most through water-lifting in- 
stallations and passes through mountains 
and valleys by way of tunnels and under- 
ground ducts. Thus, paddy and dry fields in 
mountainous areas have been newly brought 
under irrigation. 

The line of the Party on giving priority to 
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the expansion of the irrigated area while car- 
rying out the water and forest conservancy 
programme has been correcily carried through 
in the provinces on the western coast. 

Especially in South Pyongan Province, the 
historic task of bringing the whole of the 
cultivated land under irrigation has already 
been basically fulfilled, thanks to the success- 
ful struggle of the Party organizations for 
the expansion of irrigated area. 

In South Hamkyung Province and other 
areas along the eastern coast, the building 
of some 600 reservoirs for preventing flood 
damages has been carried out thanks to the 
correct pushing through of the water 
and forest conservancy work. And river em- 
bankments with a total length of 328 kilome- 
tres have been built or extended. And with this 
alone more than 18,600 jungbo of arable land 
will be completely protected from flood 
damages. 

The summing up of the dry and paddy 
fields irrigation projects is the summing up 
of a truly great victory. 

This means that the task of the first-stage 
irrigation programme for expanding the ac- 
reage under irrigation to one million jungbo 
set forth by our Party is being successfully 
carried out. 

This also reflects the historical change 
which is taking place in the rural economy 
of our country. Gone forever into the past is 
the bitterness of our peasants who, subjected 
to drought and flood calamities for centuries, 
had no choice but to heave a sigh gazing to- 
wards the sky. Their age-old aspiration has 
been realized with the setting up of the so- 
cialist system under the leadership of the 
Workers’ Party and the people’s power. 

The rural economy of our country is step- 
ping onto such material and technical founda- 
tion as will be able to get a bumper harvest 
every year. 

Further favourable conditions for rural 
electrification have been created along with 
the extensive carrying out of irrigation con- 
struction and forest and water conservancy. 

In the rural villages of our country, more 
than 2,800 kilometres of power transmission 
lines have been newly laid, 134 substations 
have been newly set up or expanded and 
electricity has reached 342 villages which 
had no electricity in the past. In the many 
rural areas including Kangwon, Jagang and 
South Hamkyung Provinces, 732 medium- and 
small-size power stations with a total capa- 
city of more than 26,000 kilowatts have been 
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set up by use of the water of reservoirs, This 
has brought about a great change in me- 
chanizing various kinds of work with elec- 
tric power and in the cultural life. 

The Presidium of the Party Central Com- 
mittee expresses its great satisfaction with 
the remarkable success achieved in the work 
of irrigation. 

The irrigation policy of the Party has been 
carried out through a nation-wide struggle. 

The workers, technicians and office em- 
ployees in the sphere of irrigation construc- 
tion, agricultural co-operative members and 
workers and ‘technicians of factories and 
enterprises, students and youth, servicemen 
of the People’s Army, government employees, 
women—the entire working people have de- 
voted labour and technique to this work and 
struggled with all patriotic zeal. 

In the projects, 38 million man-days have 
been ‘mobilized and over 63,650,000 cubic 
metres of earth moved, drilling of more than 
1,450,000 cubic metres of rocks done, 780,000 
square metres of stone laid and 267,000 cubic 
metres of concrete tamped into place. 

Workers and technicians in the field of ir- 
rigation and river work and the entire agri- 
cultural co-operative members have come out 
as one and displayed patriotic devotion for 
the successful carrying out of the historic 
programme of irrigation. 

The workers of the Kiyang Irrigation Con- 
struction Trust and agricultural co-operative 
members who had been mobilized for the pro- 
jects had put up an_ indomitable struggle 
despite the severe cold of winter in order to 
ensure the irrigation of over 20,000 jungbo 
of land before May Day this year, thus put- 
ting the irrigation projects into operation 2 
years ahead of schedule. | 

They showed creative initiative to step up 
the pace of the work and increased labour 
efficiency by introducing medium- and small- 
scale mechanization in a creative way. | 

In this way they carried into effect what 
they had resolved to do with honour. 

The irrigation workers and agricultural co- 
operative members of North Pyongan Pro- 
vince completed the construction of 27 tun- 
nels. with a total length of over 3,600 metres 
in a matter of 3-4 months, topping their ori- 
ginal plan for expanding the irrigated areas. 

In particular, youth took the lead in under- 
taking all work that was difficult and pains- 
taking on the sites of irrigation projects, thus 
displaying to the full 'the spirit of young so- 
cialist builders. 


The youth in the rural areas of Anak Coun- 
ty, South Hwanghai Province, who had 
undertaken the task of building a Youth Re- 
iservoir which would water over 500 jungbo 
wf land, introduced all manners of medium- 
and small-scale mechanization, thereby in- 
creasing labour efficiency 3 times. 

This enabled them to remove 250,000 cubic 
metres of earth and lay stone on an area of 
900 square metres in a short period of time, 
fulfilling with credit what they had pledged 
to do. 

Students, servicemen and working people 
who were mobilized for irrigation projects, 
made a great contribution with their creative 
labour. They contributed a total of over 
2,410,000 man-days of labour. 

A number of technical innovations and 
great changes have been made in the course 
of labour struggle by the. irrigation workers 
and technicians and agricultural co-operative 
members. 

An extensive use of weathered granite and 
stone instead of concrete was made in build- 
ing hydraulic structures and various — struc- 
tures including tunnels were built boldy with 
the pre-fab method. | 

This not only made it possible to save ce- 
ment, which is in great demand for further 
carrying out of irrigation projects, but also 
to step up the pace of construction, 
mechanize comprehensively — construction 
work and further reduce the cost of construc- 
tion. 

One of the important achievements we have 
made in irrigation works is that we have ac- 
cumulated through this work rich experiences 
jn the irrigation projects and in the work of 
forest and water conservancy, further trained 
the rural youth as socialist constructors poli- 
tically and ideologically and brought up 
among them tens of thousands of technicians 
and skilled workers—concrete workers, dril- 
ling workers, dynamiting workers, reinforc- 
ing iron workers, electricians,. carpenters, etc. 

This provides a reliable guarantee for suc- 
cessfully speeding up the cultural construc- 
tion of the rural areas and for electrification 
of the country, not to speak of irrigation con- 
Struction in the future. | 
_ The workers and technicians in the fields of 
industry and transport, who undertook to pro- 
duce and deliver the great quantities of ma- 
chinery, equipment and materials to the irrij- 
gation projects and also to install electrical 
facilities, launched a patriotic labour struggle 
in support of the peasants who, in response to 
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‘production of over 400 pumps 


the appeal of the Party, had come out in the 
siruggle for the full irrigation of farm land. 

The workers and technicians of factories 
and enterprises under the Ministries of Ma- 
chine-building Industry, Electricity, Metal 
Industry, Chemical Indusiry, Light Industry, 
Transport, Foresiry, Bureau No. 1 under the 
Cabinet and _ locally-owned factories  dis- 
played a high degree of enthusiasm and 
inventiveness in producing and supplying in 
time enormous quantities of machines, ac- 
cessories and materials for irrigation en- 
gineering, as well as in giving tremendous 
technical assistance. 

The workers at the Rakwon Machine- 
building Factory under the Ministry of Ma- 
chine-building Indusiry ensured in time the 
including 
large-size modern 36- and 40-inch pumps 
with a capacity for lifting water 50 metres, 
a production unprecedented in our country; 
the workers of the Daian Electrical Applian- 
ces Factory accomplished great labour a- 
chievements in producing and supplying 
large-size powerful electric motors with a 
capacity of 1,800 h.p., and in producing in a 
matter of 3-4 months a_ total of over 1,000 
electric motors and over 2,700 transformers to 
deliver them to the construction sites of irri- 
gation projects. 

The Presidium of the Party Central Com- 
mittee extends warm congratulations and 
thanks to the workers, technicians and office 
employees in the branch of irrigation con- 
siruction, and agricultural co-operative mem- 
bers who performed a brilliant labour feat in 
irrigation projects and forest and water con- 
servancy work, as well as to workers and te- 
chnicians of factories and enterprises, youth 
and students, and servicemen who assisted 
them. 

The victory made in the irrigation projects 
and forest and water conservancy work has 
been won by the united strength of the en- 
tire people based on the worker-peasant 
alliance. | | 

This victory demonstrates the united might 
of our people who are firmly rallied around 
our Party and the Government of the Repub- 
lic and the inexhaustible vitality of the social- 
ist system established in our country. 

This serves a telling blow to the U.S. im- 
perialists and the Syngman Rhee clique who 
are frenziedly pursuing a war policy, while 
immensely inspiring the peasants and other 
sections of the people in South Korea. 

The spirit of the working people of our 
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country is soaring skyhigh in the struggle 
for the acceleration of socialist construction. 

There can be nothing impossible for our 
working people who have risen up in the 
struggle for carrying through the Party poli- 
cy under the guidance of the Party, once they 
pledge themselves to carry out a thing. The 
present summing up has once again clearly 
proved this. 

The victory won in the irrigation projects 
and forest and water conservancy work is an 
embodiment of the popular policy of the Party 
and Government and it is also a great fruit of 
our Pariy’s economic policy of giving priori- 
ty to the development of heavy industry while 
simultaneously developing light industry and 
agriculture. 

Our machine-building industry and other 
branches of heavy industry, which our Party 
took so much pains to build up, produced on 
their own and supplied up-to-date large-size 
machines and equipment as well as a huge 
amount of materials, to irrigation projects. 

The Party and Government have invested 
more than 38 million won (3,800 million won 
in old currency) of funds in the large-scale 
irrigation projects while rendering financial 
assistance amounting to 15,790,000 won 
(1,579 million won in old currency) to agri- 
cultural co-operatives. 

Besides, the Party and the government sup- 
plied more than 156,000 tons of cement, 
more than 300 ri (130 kilometres) of iron 
pipes, 100,000 cubic metres of timber, 8,400 
kilometres of copper wire and other building 
materials, during the past 6 months. 

Our machine-building industry has pro- 
duced and supplied a great number of water- 
lifting and motive power equipment, such as 
7,880 water-lifting machines, and more than 
2,560 electric motors, about 3,000 motors and 
over 2,700 transformers. 

For further stepping up the speed of work 
by extending the scope of mechanization, the 
Party and the Government supplied in good 
time many excavators, bulldozers, tip-lorries 
and construction machines of different kinds. 

The victory in the irrigation projects and 
forest and water conservancy work is a 
powerful demonsiration of the development of 
our industry and a demonstration of the might 
of our machine-building industry and other 
branches of heavy industry. 

This victory confirms that with the support 
and assistance of the working class and in- 
dustry, the technical reformation of the rural 
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economy will be successfully carried out. and 
socialist construction will be uninterruptedly 
speeded up in all domains. 

The entire agricultural co-operatives and 
working people of our country should con- 
tinuously consolidate and develop the a- 
chievements attained in the struggle for im- 
plementing the irrigation policy of the Party. 

The construction of large-scale irrigation 
systems now under way should be continu- 
ously pushed ahead and the forest and water 
conservancy projects in the eastern coastal 
areas and the construction of reservoirs which 
are advantageous for the production of elec- 
tricity should be promoted. 

Full measures should be taken to secure 
the construction of the work which is to be 
in the rainy season, and serious attention 
should be directed to protection of the con- 
struction sites from the damage of natural 
calamity. | 

The most important task ahead is to turn 
the newly built irrigation facilities to good ac- 
count in farming. 

With a_ view to giving water without a 
hitch for this year’s farming, reservoirs, 
pumping stations and canals should be re- 
adjusted and all the irrigation installations 
should be examined, put in order and rein- 
forced in a thorough way. 

The struggle for securing and economizing 
irrigation water should be further intensified, 
and land construction such as_ the readjust- 
ment of plots and right distribution of the net- 
work of canals through the plots should be 
made so that the paddy and dry fields might 
be watered evenly. 

The struggle for duly protecting irrigation 
installations which have been built with a 
huge amount of labour and funds and for bet- 
ter maintenance of the existing ones should 
be put up on a nation-wide scale. 

In this way the utility rate of the installa- 
tions should be raised to the maximum. 

The agricultural co-operative members 
throughout the country should satisfactorily 
carry out the spring sowing, rice transplant- 
ing and other immediate farm work and wage 
an active struggle for the development of the 
cultivation of industrial and oil-bearing crops 
and animal husbandry, and see that the a- 
chievements made in irrigation projects bear 
fruits in the increase of agricultural produc- 
tion. 

At the same time they should struggle to 
accelerate the electrification and mechaniza- 
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tion of rural economy and to carry out the cul- 
tural revolution in the rural areas, on the 
basis of the already gained experiences and 
technique. 

The workers, technicians and office em- 
ployees of all the factories and enterprises 
should struggle to promote the technical re- 
formation of the rural economy and overall 
socialist construction by further consolidating 
the achievements gained in their assistance 
in irrigation projects and to turn out more 
machinery, equipment and materials. 

The working people of our country who 
are racing forward like a winged horse have 


wort another great victory in the struggle for 
attaining the height of socialism. |

Together with all the peace-loving people 
of Asia, the Government of the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea and the Korean 
people trenchantly denounce this sinister war 
provocation scheme of the signatories to 
Seato, especially the U.S. imperialists. 

From the first day of its founding, Seato 
has served as an aggressive tool for suppres- 
sing the national liberation movement of the 
Asian people and for subordinating militarily, 
politically and economically its member na- 
tions to the U.S. imperialists.

Furthermore, ‘they 
consider that creation of an aiom-free zone 
in Europe, conclusion of a non-aggression 
pact between the NATO and Warsaw Treaty 
states will make an important contribution 
to lessening international tension in Europe. 


Choi Yong Kun, President of the Presi- 
dium of the Supreme People’s Assembly of 
the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea, 
declared to the German Democratic Republic 
and all peace-loving German people that the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea gives 
full support to the struggle of the German 
people for the conclusion of peace treaty with 
Germany and ihe solution of the West Ber- 
lin question.
